Craig, as we do the maintenance for the Walk of Fame, it is hard to not notice that more and 
more of it is becoming damaged, and it does beg the question as to whether the introduction of 
another type of surface might make sense over time, to mitigate against terrazzo failure.

Fellow doing some research for us - it was a joint project with the chamber - to consider how to 
best protect the WOF). Its worth taking a look at, and they have hinted at being willing to do a 
pilot segment to show the potential of this paving alternative.
